When they heard mee 
fay ſo, they goe ſtraighr and ſeeke a 
Sergeant and Scrivener, and as ſoone 
as rhey had brought them thicher, 
withori delay chey rooke rhe Key, 
ard openedthe doore in the pre- 
ſence of witnefles, and enrredin to 
ſequeſter on my Maſters goods, that 
the debt mighc bee paid chem : Bur 
when they had ſought the houſe all 
over, they found it as empiy as I 
have told you; wherefore they de- 
manded of me, whicher my Maſters 
goods were conveyed, his Cheſts, 
his Tapeſtry,and his hauſhold- ſtuffe. 
Ianſwered, ſaying, I know nothing 
thar hee hath, Sir. Wichour doabr 
they have beene raken away this 
nighe, ſay they, and carryed to ſome 
other place, therefore maſter Serge- 
ant, take hold on this Boy, for 
he knoweth all. | 
Then the Officer approacheth un- 
to mee, and taking faſt hold on the

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coller of my Coar, ſaid; Thou ra 
priſoner, unlefſe chou refl where th 
Maſter his goods are become: bat 
as never no man had ehdY holdon 
me in that place before, faving otely 
my bl:nde Maſter, who' febes lid 
hand on mee fo rudely , bu gently,

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Commiſſary my Maſter faid hand 
pon a ſhort Pike thar ſtood behinde 
the doore, where they played; and 
the Sergeant on the other fide, pur 
hand co his ſword, which hung b 
his fide: fo that with the great noyſe 
that wee made, oor Hoſte and our 
neighbours came in, and went be- 
weene them : then they being fore 
mgry, ſought all meanes to come 
togerher, char the one mighe kill the 
other : But che houſe was 16 tull of 
people,rhar they could by no meanes 
come nighroone another, wherefore 
they never left giving one ano» 
therinjarions worgs, infomuch, that 
the Sergeant ſaid tomy Maſter, char 
hee was a Falſifier , and th:trhe par- 
dons which he preached of daily, 
were moſt falſe. 

To be briefe, when the people 
perceived, that ehey conld by no 
meanes pacifiethem, they determt- 
ned to carry the Sergeant away to

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another lodging, and my maſter re» 
mained ſtill chere in great rage. 
Whereupon our Hoaſt, with his 
neighbours, defired him hearrily 
that hee would forget his anger, and 
goe to bed : and fothen wee went 
all to ſleepe.

Was minded to put my ſelfe, op 
my way, butI found my ftirengih

made the more haſte, forathing that 
Theard related by a:Begger, who, 
with others, was lowſing himſclfein 
the Sunne.

impriſoned, thinking ic had beene he 


| ofthe Tranke, had prooved the con- 


irary ; for at the very inſtant thac rhe 
bafinefſe hapned, he was at hislodg- 
ing, and no body chereabours had 
ſeene him with other apparell chan 
that wherewichcchey had taken him : 
but rhat norwithftanding he had been 
expoſed to the publice ſhame of 4 
Vagabond, and baniſhed Madrid; Hee 
fold alſo; how the Gentlewomans 
friends did ſfeeke for a Porter, that 
had dreffed that Mefte of Knavery, 
ſwearing to. make a Syve of his skin 
with their Rapiers, ifever they mer 
him. Lopened my eyes, to prevent. 
this accident, clapping aparch upon 
oneofthem, and ſhaving my _ 

ike 
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like a Monke ; for I affured my ſelfe 
that in this diſguiſe , the Mother that 
bare mee, could not have knowne 
we. Ideparred from Medrid, with 
incention to goe to Teores, totry 
if (being new moulded ) Fortune 
would miſtake mee. I paſſed by 
the Eſcuriall, a Building which doth 
ſpeake the greatnefſe of the Mo- 
narch thar did ere& ir, (for it was 
not yer altogether finiſhed) and is 
ſach, that ic may bee reckoned as 
mong the marvels of the World ; 
though it cannot bee ſaid | that the 
pleaſant fitnation hath been a motive 
to build it there, che ground. be- 
ing very barren and hilly : bur well, 
the temperarneſſe of the ayre ; 
which in Summer isſach, that remo- 

ving onely to the ſhade, the Hear is 

not troubleſome, nor the Cold of- 
fenſive, but exceeding wholeſome. 

Within lefſe than two miles from 

thence, Imet with a company of 

Gipſeyes, 
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Gipſeyes, lodged inanvld decayed 
houſe : who affoon as they perceived 
mee a farre -off, thooghe I was 
ſome one of their Tronpe, for 
my attire did promiſe no lefſe : bur 
comming neerer, they ſaw theirer- 
ror, ard were ſomewhar daunted 
wich my preſence, becanſe { asfarre 
8s I could perceive) they held a Con- 
ſalcation, or were debatipg an E- 
Ietion. They cold mee, that thar 
was not the right way to Salamen- 
cs, but ro Yolledotid. Seeing my bu- 
fineſſe bid not conſtraine mee to goe 
rather ro one place than to ano- 
ther, Irold rhem, that firce it was 
fo, I would ſce that Cicte, before i 
wence intro my Countrey, One of 
the ancienteſt asked mee, whence E 
was > and underſtanding thar I 
was of Teteres, he invited me to din- 
ner for neighbonrhoods ſake. for hee 
was of Salamanca. I accepted his of- 


fer ; and afterward: they deſired mee 
E rt 
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corelate unto them my life, - and a& 
ventures. I did -jit, wichour any far- 
ther intreaty, as briefely as things of 
fach momenr conld permir. VWhen 
I came to ſpeak of the Tub, and what 
had hapned unto me in an Inne at M& 
rid, I made them laugh extreamly, 
eſpecially two Gipſeyes, a Man anda 
Woman, who couid ſcarce ſtand for 
laughing. I began to be aſhamed, and 
toblaſh, when the old Gipſey, my 
Counrrey man, who had taken notice 
thereof, ſaid unto mee ; Be not ont of 
countenance, Brother:for theſe Gen- 
tles doe notlangh at your life ; being 
ach, as icrather deſerverth admirati- 
on than. laughter;of which, ſince you 
have given usſo full an account, it is 
reaſonable, that wee pay you in the 
Game Coyne. Wherefore, reſting up- 
on your prudence, as you have done 
npon ours, if the company will give 
mee leave, I wiiltell youthe occafion 
of their lavghter, Every one __ 
e 7 
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ed, thar hee was well content ; for 
they knew thar his great diſcretion 
and experience wonid not ſuffer him 
to goe beyond the limirs of reaſon, 
Know then (faid he) chat thoſe two 
whom you ſee yonder, almoſt ont of 
breath with lavghing, are the Pricft 
and the Damſel}, that leaped naked 
our at the Window, when the inun- 
dation of your Tub had like to have 
drowned them - who (if they pleaſe) 
will cell you how and by what means 
they have attained ro this ſtare of life. 
The Gipley offered her ſelfe very 
willingly, and craving the benevo- 
lence of the worthy Audicorie, with 
alond,but gentle and grave voyce,ſhe 
thus began her owne ſtory : The day 
that I came our. or(to fay betrer)chat 
Ieaped one of my Fathers Houſe, 
they carried mee to Priſon, andput 
mee in a chamber, rather darke than 
cleane, and farre more ſtinking than 


bandſome, As for che worſhipfall 
| Maſter 
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Maſter Y/7ves, who is here preſent, 
and may diſprove mee it I ſpeake 
untruth, they clapped him upin the 
Dungeon, till hee cold chem that hee 
was a Prieſt : wherefore they pre- 
ſently ſent him to the under Biſhop; 
who very ſharply reprehended him 
for having beene fo faint-hearted, as 
for a lictcle Water to have leaped 
out at a Window before all the 
World, and given ſuch a ſcandall : 
Bur with promiſe that hee made 
him, to bee more wary and circum- 
ſpe& another rime, and to doe his 
buſinefſe in ſuch ſort, asche ground 
it f*lfe ſhould nor bee privie co his 
ingrefſe andegrefſe, hee lethim goe, 
enjoyning him for penance, That 
for three dayes hee ſhould not fing 
Mafſe. Iremained in the cuſtody 
of the chiefe Keeper or Captaine 
ofthe Priſon ; who being youthfull 
and laſty, and Eyoung, aadnor un- 
handſome, did whatſoeyer bee could 
to 
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topleaſe mee. The Priſon ro mee 
was a Palace, and Garden of de- 
lights. My Father and my Mother, 
though greatly diſpleaſed wirh my 


; | looſenefle, did whar they could to 


ſer mee looſe, bur all in vaine, for the 
Captaine did worke all poffible 
meanes to detaine mee ſtill in his 
keeping, In che meane time, Maſter 
Licenriar, herepreſent, went round 
abour the Priſon, like aſecting 
Dogge, to ſee if hee could ſpeake 
withmee : which at length he did, 
by the meanes of a Baud, the beſt of 
her Profeſſion ; who drefſed him in 
the attire of one of her Maids, with 
a Petcicoat and Waſtcoar, anda 
Muffler before his Beard, as if hee 
had had the Mumpes : at this en- 
terview was the plot laid for my eſ- 
cape. The night following, there was 
great feaſting and revelling at the 
Earle of Mirendss Houſe, and in the 
end the Gipſeyes - were to darce 5 
wit 
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with whom Cai/ (for fo is theres 
verend Yrvez tow called). conſorted 
himfelfe, ro have their helpe in his 
prerences : which they ſo well execu- 
ted (thanks to his wit and induſtry ) 
that we enjoy borh our defired libers 
ty, and his company, thar is the beſt 
inthe world. The after-noone before 
the Feaſt, the Capraine kept more 
fidling about mee, than a Cart about 
a Tripe-Wife , and made mee mote 


proteſtations and promiſes, than a | 


paſſenger in a ſtorme at Sea:all which 
(as bound thereunto) I encountred 
againe with the like. Hee defired me 
to aske him wharſoever I would, ard 
hee would grant it me, ſo it were not 
to be deprived of my preſence. I than- 
k- dhim very mach, reliing him, that 
to want his,would be ro me the grea- 
teſt miſchance that ever could hap» 
pen unto me.Perceiving I had hie the 


marke, I inrreated him to carry met 


that nighr(fince well he mighr)to the

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thing ſcemed very hard unto. him

land Roſes, ſartablero-mine Apparel; 


apaire of White racks Shooes; wich 
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a guilded Rapier and Dagger, accor, 
dinz to the faſhion. We came tothe 
Banquerting Roome, and found 
there a great number of Ladies and 
Gentlemen ; the Genclemen joviall, 
and in good equipage :; the Ladies 
gallanr, and beautifull : and alſo ma- 
ny muffled opin their Cloakes, and 
Women with Veyles. Cenil was dref 
ſed like a Roarer ; and ſeeing me, 
came ſtraighrwayes on the other fide 
of mee ; fothat I was berweene him 
andrehe Captaine. The Revelling be» 
gan ; where I ſawthings, which be- 
cauſe they belong not ro what I in- 
tend to ſpeake of, I will omit. Bar at 
length the Gipſeys came rodance, 
and (hew trickes : whereupon two of 
them grew towards, and ſo from one 
thing to another, the one gave the 
otherthe Lye ; whoanſwered him 
with aflsſh with his Sword over the 

head, that made him bleed like an 

Ox. The company, that eill _

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had choughe they had beeneinjeſt, 
began ro bee amazed, and tocry our; | 
Help, help. Some Officers and Serge- 
ants thar were there, began ro beſtir 
themſelves. Every one put his 
hand to his Sword, and I drew mine 
buc when I ſaw it naked i in my hand; 
I fell a quivering for very feare of ir; 
They layed holdon the offender and 
there wanted not ſome, who (being 
there ſer for the purpoſe) ſaid, 
Thar the Capraine of the Priſon was 
there, ro whoſe charge they mjghe 
deliver him. The High Sheriffe 
called him our, to give him charge 
o*the Marthere r. He would wiliingly 
have carried mee along wich him-bur 
fearing leſt I ſhould be knowne, hee 
bade mee with-draw my {lf into 4 
corner which hee ſhewed mee, ard 
not to ſtirre from thence; untillhee 
returned. When [ ſaw the Crab-lowſe 
had let goe his hold, I rooke ty Dos 
eine Canil (who was {till army e!- 
T 23 bow) 
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bow)by the hand, and in two ſtrides 
wee got our into the ſtreer,where we 
found one of cheſe Gentlemen, who 
bronghr us to their Rendez wors. 
When the wounded man (whom al- 
ready eyery one thought to be dead) 
imagined in himſelfe chat wee were 
eſcaped, hee roſe up and ſaid, Gen» 
tlemen, the jeſt ſhall end here, forl 
am in good health ; and what hath 
beene done, hath beenonely ro make 
ſport to the company. And with that 
hee pulledof the Cap he had on, un- 
der the which (upon an Iron Skull) 
was an Oxes bladder full of blood 
for that purpoſe ; which, with the 
blow that the other had given him, 
had beene broken, and fo ſpilt.

toS. Philips, Hee went thither in all 
haſte, for ro ſeeke mee, bur to lictle 
purpoſe :; for hee went rowards the 
Eaſt, and we fled towards the Welt, 
Before welefe Madrid. Thadchang-d 
my Cloathes fororhers, and had two 
hundred Ryals to boot : I fold the 
Har-bid for foure hundred Crownes, 
whereof i gave two hundred ro theſe 
Gentlemen, for our entrance into 
their company for ſo had Camitcoyce 
nanted with them.

There came 
m many Gallants, every one pulling 
out of his pocket, this man a Par- 
tridge, and that wan a Henne; 
one brought forth a Rabber, anc- 
ther a paire of Pigeons ; this a peece 
of Mutcon, thar achine of Porke ; 
fome drew out Sawfiges or Chit- 
cerlings ; 
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terlings :. and ſacha one there was, 
chat pulled out a Pye of a Ryall. 
wrappedup in his handkercher. They. 
delivered all to the: Cooke, and: 
whileſt dinn:r was in preparing; 

they ſporred with che: Gentlewos»'! 
min, What paſſed there berweene 

them, 1s neicher lawfa)l tor me tores. 
hearſc,nor for the Reader to contems-! 
plate. But the play being -ended;- 
meat was (erved in;and all late down, 
the Genrlewomen plying the dis: 
ſheg ſoundly ; and the Gallants taking, 
their Cups roundly. What remajned : 

vpon the table, che women pae; 
it, up in their pockets. The Gentle-: 

men recurning to their hadkerchiefs, 

drew forth their laſt courſe. One 
broughe our apples, another Cheeſe, 
ancther Olives, & ane of them (wha 
was the chiefe and ſtirched the Tay- 
lers wife) drew out halfe a pound of 
Comfirs. This manner of carrying 
Wear fo. neere at hand for any ne- 
þ 4 2 cellity; 
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ceſlity, did pleafe me wondrous well, 
and therefore-from thence forwards, 
TI purpoſed to make three or foure 
pocketsin the firſt breeches thar God 
ſhoold ſend mee (for at rhat time 1 
hadnot any) «td oneof them ſhould 
be ſuch leather as black Iacks are made 
of, very well ſowne to pt porridge 
in. For if thoſe Gallants that were ſo 
rich, and ſonoted, didbringall che 
provifion in their pockets : andthe 
Genrtlewomen did carry it away 


ctammed within theirs ; I (whowas 
bur Vſher toacrew of Cockatrices)' 


rhighe very well doe ir. Wee wentat 
length among -us ſervants to dinner, 
and the devill any chingelſe wasthere 


for us, burporridge and Sops. I won- 
dred that che good Ladies had notal- 


{6- pur thar intotheir wide fleeves. 


Wee had hardly begun to eat, when 
we heard aprear noyſe inthe Roome 
where our Maſters were. They dif 
puted who their Parents hadbip. & 
what 


what the Womens hasbands were; 
uneill thar leaving words, they felt 
roundly to blowes, and pell-mell one 
with anocher , did ler hands, feer; 
teeth, and nayles doetheir funtion, 
in ſcratching, bicing, kicking, cut 
fing, and togging one another by che 
haires. The occafion of this Uprore 
was,thart ſome of the Gallants would 
neither give, nor pay «ny thing to rhe 
Gentlewomen, telling them, thar 
what they had eaten, did ſaffice. Ic 
chanced thar upon this ſtirre, a Com- 


; | mifarie, with otherofficersof IuRtice, 


did paſſe through the ſtreet ; wha 
hearing the noyſle, came to the door, 
& charged th-mro open in the Kings 
Name: Which words being heard, e» 
very one begin to run, one this way, 
another thac way: One left his Cloak, 
another his Sword: This woman lefc 
her Pattens; thit, her Veyle : ſochar 
all vaniſhed, and hid chemſetves,eve- 
ry on? where beſt hecould. I, (who 
& 1 hd 
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had done ' nothing for which 1 


faid, Thar hee arreſted mee : and be. 
ing thus in his hold, chey (bur faft 
the Doores, and went toſeeke thoſk 


that had made che noyſe. They 


lefrno Chamber, Cloſer, Bartery,cel 
lar, Garret, nor Privie onſearched ; 
bat ſeeing they could finde no bo- 
dy, they rooke my examination. 1 
confefled from one end ro the other, 
wha thoſe were that were there, 
and what they had done. They won- 
dred, that there being ſomany, as | 
ſaid ; they could not finde any : 
And, to ſpeake the truth, I my 
ſelfe was much amazed ar it, for 
there were twelve Men, and fit

| here are nothing bur Hobgoblins. 
| The Commiſſfary, who was mors 


crafry, ſtayed them, faying, Thar 


| hee did not feare the Devill ; & wich 


that, went ro che Tub,and opening it, 
found within ira Man and a Woman, 
both of them as naked- as their 
Motker brought them into the 

X 4 World, 
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World, by reaſon, that when the ſaid 
Commiſfary did knock at the doore, 
they were abed together upon ternmy 
of agreement, and had nor had the 
leature, upon the.ſadden Alarum, to 
take their Clothes; bur as they were, 
had hid chemſelyes wichin that emp- 
ty Tab. They were all amazed co ſee 
chem both ſo faire ; bur caſting 
Cloakes upon them, they commirred 
| them co the cuſtodie of two Serge- 
ants,and went onto ſeekethe others, 
The Commiſſarie diſcovered a great 
Earthen veffell fullof oyle, within the 
which hee found a man cloathed, and 
op co the breſt in the ſaidoyle : who 
(as ſoone as they perceived him) 
thoughe to haye leaped forth ; which 
he could not doe ſo artificially, but 
thac both hee and the vefſe]! came to 
the ground, fothat the oyledid re- 
bound op to their Hats, and without 
ary reſpe&, ſtainedchem all ; which 
made them carſe both the Officer,and 
| | the 
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the Devillihar firſt invenced it. The 
Oylie man, ſeeing that nobody did 
ſtay him, (buarcothe conrrary,thar all 
fledfrom him as from a mad Dogge) 
berooke himſelfe ro: his heeles ; and 
though the Commiſfſary cryed oar, 
Stay him), Stay him, yer nevercheleffe 
every one gave him way, fothar hee 
went ont at aback-doore, piſling 
oyle, of the which he had enonghout 
of his Garments, to maintaine rhe 
Lampe of our Lady of Diſtrefſcs a 
moneth and more. All the Officers 
remained drenched in Oyle, curfing 


bim thac had brought chem thicher, 


and mealſo : for they ſaid, I was the 
Band, and for fuch a one ſhould bee 
puniſhed. They came out ofthe Cel- 
lar, as Fritrers cut of a Frying-panne, 
leaving a traft whereſoeverthey paſ- 
ſed. They were ſo angry, thar they

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linke for feare. They went to Corne 
and Meale roomes to ſeeke our the 
reſt ; and-being there, from above 
through a trap-doore was a Sack 
of Meale powred upon them;

Kings Officers : and ifchey thooght 
ro open their eyes, they were in- 
ſtantly cloſed up with water and 
Meale. Thoſe thar had the kee- 

Ping of us, leftus re goe helpe the 
Commiſſary, that.roared our like a 


mad-man. But they were ſcarce en. 


tred, when theireyes alſo were filled 
with Meale and Water : fo that they 
went up and downe, ' as if they had 
beene playing at Blindman-bate, 
and meeting one another in this 
manner, did enterchange ſuch 
Cuffes and Blowes, thar they 
brake one anothers Chops, and 
Teeth. When wee ſaw chem in ſich 
diſorder, wee came in upon _— 
an 
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and they apon themſelves with ſuch 
might, chat being weary, andour of 
breath, they fell ro the ground, 
where blowes and ſpurnes fell opon 
them as thick as hayle, untill they 
were as ſtill as if chey had beene dead: 
for ifany one did bur open his mouth 
to grunt never fo little, hee had 
it ſtraightwayes filled with meale, 
and crammed like a Capon. Wee 
bound them hand and foor, and car- 
ryed them into -che Cellar, 
and threw them into the Oyle, like 
Fithes tro bee fryed, where they 
wallowed like Hogges in the 
myre. Then did wee (hue op all 
the doores, every one returning 
ro his owne honſe. The owner 
of the Houſe, where theſe Reakes 
were played ( who was gone 
inro the Countrey ) comming 
homepreſently after, and finding the 
doores faſt, and that no body did 
anſwer (by reaſon that a A 
is, 
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his, to whom hee had incharged his 
houſe, which ſhee had lent for that 
meeting, was gone home to her Fa- 
thers, for feareofherUInckle) hee 
cauſed the doores tobe broken open. 
But when he found his houſe all 
ſtrewed with Meale, and bedawbed 
with oyle, he wasſo vexed, that hee 
tooke on as if hee had beene drunke : 
then heewencx into his Cellar, where 
hee found. all che Oyle ſpilr, and the 
Officers cumbling in it. With rage & 
madnefſſe to ſee his goods ſpoiled af- 
ter this manner, hee tooke a great 
Cudgell, and gave the Commiſiary 
and the Sergeants ſo many blowes, 
chart he lefr chem for halfe dead : then 
calling his neighbours to his aide, 
they carried them into the fireer, 
where the boyes fell a throwing mud, 
durt,and Shoo-clouts upon them; for 
they were ſo full of Meale., tharno 
body could know thery. When they 
came egaine to themſelyes, and per- 
ceived 


| eived they were in the Street, and 
X | unbound, they preſently roſe up,and 
'{berooke themſelves ro their heeles;fo 


that one might very well-chen have 


| Gid, Stop the Conftable. They leftbe- 


hind themtheir Cloakes, Swords,and 
Daggers ; nor daring to returne a= 
ine for them, that nobody mi 

w the Buſineſſe. The maſter of 
the hoaſe tooke poſſefiion of all; in 
recompence of the lofſe hee had ſaſs 
tained. When I wetont of the houſe, 
to goe my way, I met with a Cloake 
that was none of the worſt. which I 
rooke up, and left mine in ſtead of it; 
I gaye God thankes,thatI came off fa 
well in that dayes adventure ; which 
was a new world to mee, who was 
wont alwayes togoe by the worſt, I 
went to the Taylors Wives Houſe, 
where I found a great hurly-burly, & 
the Taylor taking meaſure of his 
Wives ribs with a good Cudgell, be- 
cauſe ſhe was.come home alone, withs 
our 
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one Veyle or  Pattens, rannirny 
through the ſtreers with more than 
an hundred Boyes at her tayle. 1 
came in good time : for as ſoone a 
the Taylor ſaw mee, hee left hi 
Wife, and” fell-upon my lack, giv 
ing mee ablow wich his fiſt over rhe 
face, wherewith hee {truck out choſe 
few Teeth thar Ihzd lefrmee,; and 
forme renne or twelye ſpurnes in the 
gurs, thar made mee caſt up againe 
that lictle which Ihad eaten. Whar,

we came © che Oratory, w<Þ was two 
miles fromchence in a Rocke , cloſe 
roche which there-wasa Chiber with 
ahojlownefſe in one of the walls, 
where this bed Qood; Wirhin the 
Yard was a Ciſtern with freſh water, - 
wherewich he watred a garden,more 
curions and neat,.than vaſte and ſpa- 
cions. Here ({aid the good old man) 
have lived theſe tweary yeeres, free 
fromthe jarring andunquiernefie of 
the World; this is (my Brother) the 
earthly Paradiſe. Hete do I concen» 
placeboth divine & bamane matcers; 
here: dae I faft witenJ am filled, and 
eat when'T am hungry : heredoel 
watch, y:!ben I cannot ſlecper; and 
ſl-epe,when Iam weary.of watching; 
Here am 1-ſolicary;; when want £05 
pany x andam agcampanied, when I 
am noralone, Hereddel fing, when 
L ani mergy.; and weepe, when ani 
euw'1 Y ſad; 
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Gd, Here doe I work, when Iam not 
idle ; and am idle, when I doe not 
work. Here doe I think upon my bad 
life that is paſſed ;* and confider the 
good one that is preſ-ar.

Vhen Iſaw thar he perſiſted ſtill in 
one & the ſamenore, anſwering I,co 
all queſtions ; I a:ked him, ifhee in- 
rended that thoſe Shepheards ſhould 
be his executors 2? he ſaid, I. Iasked 
him,if he didnot make me his fole & 
lawfull heire? he anſwered, 1. 1 went 
on askinyg him, if he d:d nor acknow- 
ledge & confecfſe, that whatſoever he 
did or might poſſefſle, was dae unto 
mee, both for my good & acceptable 
ſervices, as for divers rhiag which he 
had received of me? he apgaine ſaid.

| In his Garden, with the greateſt 
ſpeed that might bee, for the feare 
that I hadIeft hee ſhould riſe againe, 
I defiredthe Shepheards to rake part 
of a Coſlation > but they thanked 
me, by reaſon that ir was already 
timero drivefoorth their Catcell for 
to feed : and ſothey departed. ſaying, 
rhey were very- heavy for my loſſe, 
] locked faſt the doore of the Cell, & 
ra: lacked inſtantly every corner. 
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I foand a great Earthen Veſſell full 
of good wine, and anotherot Oyle ; 
two Pors of honey, two ſides of Ba- 
con, much powdred Mear, and ſome 
dryed Fruits;all which did pleaſe mee 
yery well, bur yer it wasnor that w<* [ 
did ſeek. I found his Cheſts full of iin- 
nen; and in a corner of one of them, a 
Womans garment. Although that 
made mee wonder, yer I wondred 
more that a man fo provider & thrif- 
ty as hee was,ſhould be without Mo- 
ney. I was in mind to got to his 
Grave,and aske him where he had pur 
ic.and methought, that having asked 
him, hee made mee this anſiver : 
Thou foole, doeſt rhou thinke, thar 
living in this unneighboured and fo- 
litarie place, at the mercy ofevery 
Rogue and Theefe, I was to keepe 
within a Tranke (ia dangerofloſang 
it) that which I loved andefteemed- 
more than'imy life? This infpiratis (as 
Y 4 if 
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if really I had received it from hit 
mouth) made mee ſeek in eyery cor- 
ner: but finding nothing, confidered 
with amy ſeifr, char if I were to hide 
Money in ſuch a place as no body 
* mightfindir, where wonld Ipar it? 
I faid, within yonder Alcar, to the 
which I went jaſtantly, and lifring op 
the Cloth chat hung before ir, art one 
ſide of ir, beiogall of Brick, I percei- 
ved aChinke wide enough only to 
put through a Ryall of eight. My 
bloud began to riſe, and my hart ro 
pant. I rooke a Pick-axe, and in lefle 
than twoblowes, I threw halfe the al- 
tar to the gronnd, and diſcovered the 
Reliques that were there intombed. I 
found a pot of Money,w*iLroldour, 
and found the ſum to be fix handred 
ryals. The joy and content that I re- 
ceived was ſo great, that T had like to 
bave died.I took it f16 thence, & dig- 
ged an hole without the Hermitage,

red a good prognoſtick for my ſelfe - 
who when they ſaw me already gray- 
headed,& of anexemplaryalpet(w-o* 
js moſt requiſite for ſuch Profeſſions) 
alchough they found one difficulty, 
w<was, that I had nobeard(becaule ir 
was nor yet growne apaine, having 
ſhaved ir not long before) yernor- 
withſtanding,ſceing (by the report of 
the Shepheards)that che ge" 
mage 
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made me his heire, they gave methe 
hold and pofleſiionofthe Hermitage. 
Butnow I ſpeake of beards, I remem- 
ber what a certain Frier did once tell 
me, w*<" was, that in their order,& in 
others ofthe moſt refarmed ſorc.chey 
never make any Shperiour, unleſle he 
be well furniſhed with b-ard : by 
meanes whereof it commerh co paſle, 
that many whoare ſufficicc & capable 
tocxerciſe that charge, areexcluded, 
others preferred to the ſame. though 
unworthy, ſo that cheir chin bee well 
ſtored with downe : asiftorule and 
governe well, did rather depend of 

Haires, than of a good & ripe under- 
ſtanding. The Brothers admoniſhed 
meto live according to the example 
and good reputation of my predeceſ- 
ſour, which was ſuch, asevery one 
held him for a Sainr. I cold them, chat 
I would ſhew my ſelfe a Hercules. 
They warned me likewiſe, char I 

is (hoald 
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ſhonld nor beg bur upon Taeſdayes 
and Saturdayes, becauſe if I did other- 
wiſe, the Fryers would puniſh mee. 
Ipromifed chem to fulfill in all points 
what they ſhould ordaine me (& the 
rather, becauſeI had no great minde 
to come inta their clutches, having 
already tried of what mettle their 
hands were made.) I began then to 
begge from doore to doore, with a 
low humble and deyour tone{(as I had 
learned in the Blind mans ſchaole) 
& thar nor for any need, but becauſe ic 
isa uſe & cuſtome amog beggers, who 
the more they have, the more they 
defire.$ wich more gu. The folkes 
that did heare me fay, Pray beſtow 
ſomerhing towards the lamp of the 
good Saint Lazaro, and did not know 
the voice, came out to the Doore, 
and ſeeing me, did wonder much, &; 
asked mee where the Father Azſe/mo 
was?(for ſo was the goodold man 
c 
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ted) Ltold them that he wasdepartedfhhe 
this World. The one ſaid, Now Godk, xe 
be with him, and give himgoodreſiſþar 
that was ſo a man. Thelgon 
others, May his blefſed Sovule enjoy[fom 
celeſtiall happinefſle, Some ſaid,}mo

Fitftly, that 
if, hee being in che hoaſe, ary other 
did come, hee was then to hide him- 
felfe where wee ſhould bid him, un- 
till che other were departed, Sixtly 
and laſtly, that hee ſhould be a me- 
diacor, to bring hither twice every 
week ſome friend or acquaintance 


of 
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of his, to make merry with us at 
their owne charges. Theſeare ( ſaid 
ſh*) che conditions, nponthe which 
that Wrerch betrothed himſelfe co 
my Daughter, and ſhee tohim. The 
marriage wasmade and ended, wich- 
out either Prieſtor Corate ; for hee 
told mee that it was needlefle, fince

That nighe 
was & yeere to mee, It was yet ſcarce 
day, when as locking up my hermi- 
tage, I went tobe married, as if that 
had been but aſlight matter ; not re- 
membring that E/vira was my wite. 
I came to the houſe at their rifing z 
where they received mee with ſuch 
joy, that I accounted my ſelfe a hap- 
py man , and all feare laid afide, I be- 
gan to ordaine and command as in 
mine owne honfe.
